Several young correspondents—I try to answer 
each and apologise if I have overlooked some— 
have recently asked me for advice on how to enter 
upon newspaper work. One wanted to know if he 
should take a correspondence course in journalism 

I'm probably the world’s worst adviser on the 
matter, never having served an apprenticeship to 
the craft. I turned to newspaper work over 25 years 
ago for the same reason many men turn to drink 
I wanted some temporary means of forgetfulness— 
something to keep my mind occupied day and night 
for a few weeks, Like many men who turn to drink 
to seek forgetfulness, I became the slave of my 
chosen means of forgetfulness 

The editor who gave me my first job mistook 
me for an experienced reporter. He said he didn't 
need any more men on his staff, but would give 
me $10 a column for all the stuff I could dig up 
concerning an honored church treasurer who was 
rumored to have gambled with church funds and 
lost, in playing the market. I didn’t earn any por- 
tion of the $10, but on reporting progress the fol- 
lowing day was asked to report the installation of 
a bishop. I had sense enough to lock up an eccle- 
siastical dictionary and learn the names of the vest- 
ments and gew-gaws used, and wrote a colorful 
descriptive story. It had no significance to me that 
the editor put it on the front page. That seemed 
the only proper place. ‘ 

I was given another assignment next day and put 
on the regular staff. With the confidence of youth, 
soliciting a third increase of salary at the end of 
my third month, I then learned I was the highest 
paid reporter on the paper. Who under such cir- 
cumstance would have the heart to disclose that 
he was also the least experienced?

All knowledge is useful and a course in journal- 
ism especially so, but nothing in the way of 
acquired information can make up for-lack of “news 
sense.” Like a sense of musical pitch people are 
born with it or without it, and cannot acquire it.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr, Frank McCoy 


We are so much the creatures of custom and 
habit that the idea of using vegetables at breakfast 
time may seem a bit unusual and strange to most 
of us, but, it is, nevertheless, true that the majority 
of people would feel better if some of the non- 
starchy vegetables were used in addition to the 
ordinary breakfast 

In my practice I have conducted many experi- 
ments which prove that a great variety of illnesses 
are caused as a direct result of not obtaining enough 
bulk or cellulose in the diet. In many cases it 
seems impossible for patients to obtain a sufficient 
amount of roughage in the two meals, lunch and 
dinner, to which vegetables are usually allotted, 
and for this reason in special diets I frequently 
advise the use of some cooked vegetable at break- 
fast time. This is particularly true in disorders 
where autointoxication plays a part, especially 
arthritis, constipation, rheumatism, acne, epilepsy 
and in fact, almost all of the chronic disorders 
when there is not a definite inflammation or ulcer- 
ation in the intestinal tract. 


Try using a cooked non-starchy vegetable at 
breakfast yourself for a while and see if you feel 
benefited. In at least nine cases out of ten a real 
improvement will be noticed in the disposition and 
the feeling of well-being. For example, use a 
breakfast of one coddled egg, a dish of buttered 
carrots, two slices of Melba toast, and a small dish 
of stewed figs. This breakfast is appetizing and I 
am sure that will like it once you become 
accustomed to the change 

Another way to obtain additional bulk is to 
make an omelet with some of the vegetables in a 
mashed form mixed with it. A very flavorful 
omelet can be made with summer squash. Simply 
boil and mash some of the tender scalloped or 
zucchini squashes, stir them into the beaten egg, 
and pour it into a fryig pan, cooking it over a 
slow fire or under the broiler. Carrots are very 
tasty prepared in the same way. 

If you have a good digestion, try broiling some 
of the easily cooked non starchy vegetables, such 
as lettuce, celery, mustard greens or spinach, first 
chopping them in small pieces and broiling them 
in a frying pan without grease, stirring them fre- 
quently until they are partially cooked. Then roll 


you 


them up in an omelet made out of beaten eggs 
and a small amount of milk, but without using 
flour. Of course, it is not necessary to disguise the 


vegetables in this way, but because of the common 
prejudice against the use of vegetables at break- 
fast, you will find that this method makes it 
easier to introduce them at this meal. If you do 
not feel prejudiced in this way, just eat the plain 
cooked and raw vegetables along with your break- 
fast 

The important thing is that they be used in 
whatever form is most appetizing. Some of the 
vegetables best suited for this purpose are: small 
rots, small beets, celery, lettuce, spinach, sum-

Cream soups can be made into 
Satisfactory sauces for vegetables 
of contrasting flavor. For instance 
tomato sauce over cauliflower ts 
splendid for a change from white 
sauce. You may even find your

Was Arrested 
Asa Sy, 


PYING is secretly gaining military in 

formation in, peace time, in prepara 

tion for eventualjties. Spies are like 
ghosts. People seem to have a genera! feel 
ing that there might be such things. bu’ 
they do not at the sante time believe in them 
because they have never seen ther. 

“But spies do exist, in very large num 
bers, not only in England, but in every part 
ot Burope. A spy is not necessarily the base 
and despicable fellow that the name inplies; 
he is invariably both clever and brave.” So 
writes Lord Baden-Powel! in Pearson’s 
Nagazine. 

“While employed on intelligence Service. 
he continues, “I visited the Dardanelles in # 
tramp steamer carrying grain from Odessa 
&@ most comfortable ship with a delightful old 
Scottish captain and his still more delightfu! 
old wife, who war an excellent cook and » 
motherly hostess. 

“The captain fully entered into my 
scheme for spying. and when we arrived op 
posite any fort in which | had any special in 
verest. he would come to anchor and jower 
a boat for me to go fishing 

“Several times he was visited by patro: 
boats from the forts. teiling him to clear 
out. He drew their attention to loud ham. 
mering going on in the bowels of the ship 
informing them that his engines had broken 
down, and so soon as these were mended he 
would gladly get on his way again; mean- 
time could they advise his nephew in the boat 
yonder what was the best bait tc use for 
fish; his ‘nephew’ meantime being busy 
angling in another sense of the word -that 
is, in taking the angles of the different em 
brasures and facets of the forts.” 

Owing to the carelessness of over-confi- 
dence, Baden-Powell was actually captured 
op one occasion in Russia. Having obtained 
some useful information about experimental 
searchlights, he was seized by some of the 
czar’s staff officers, whose suspicions he had 
aroused.

He served for many 
years with the foreign legion, and deserted 
with an American comrade while fighting in 
Syria. 

They were captured again, and were sent 
to a French jail to serve eight years’ im- 
prisonment for desertion. There, Ex-Legion- 
naire 1384 saved the prison governor’s life 
during a riot, and for this was given a free 


pardon. 
He was ordered, however, to finish his 
term of service with the legion, and this he 


was determined not to do. So at Marseilles 
when on bis way back to his regiment, he 
escaped again and stowed away vn a British 
ship.
